SUMMAKY 

The  abnornally  nilCi  woathor,  which  had  persisted  for  many  'Jeeks,  shifted 
abruptly  go  mch  colder  weather  dtu'in^a;  tlie  latter  portion  of  the  period,  and 
temperat-ures  of  zero  or  "belo^.Y  ocnjirred  over  the  Horthern  Plains,  the  Mo"untain 
States  and  the  llortheast.    Iioder;:-.,te  to  generoiis  precipitation  fell  over  large  , 
areas  that  had  heen  dry  for  nany  iTOoijo,   riomev/hat  relieving  the  concern  of  "bee- 
keepers regarding  next  year's  noctar  flo',;.    Frequently,  ho^YCVcr,  the  previous 
drouth  had  been  so  severe  that  vcr;v  much  r-ioro  jjrecipitation  will  be  necessary  to 
insure  a  ncctsa-  flow  next  season  and  in  many  areas  this  year's  scedings  have  been 
killed.     Snow  cover  is  rarely  hoav-r.     The  long-continued  mild  weather  that 
enabled  bees  to  fly,  in  many  cases  ujitil  practically  Christmas,  resulted  in  heavy 
consumption  of  stores,  and'.iany  coirunorcifuL  bediccpers  believe  that  it  v/ill  be 
necessary  for  them  to  feed  earlier  than  they  hac^  anticipo,tcd.     So  f?r,  nowcvcr, 
the  winter  has  been  almost  ideal  for  the  wintering  of  bees. 

The  3?vlc  of  ho-:cy  continues  slow  except  by  tnose  beekeepers  who 
featured  gift  paclca  :cs  of  honey  over  tiie  Holidaj^s.    Both  large  lot  sales  and  less 
carlots  have  moved  slov/ly,  but  b^cckccpcrs  expect  increased  demand  after  tnc  first- 
of-tho-yoar  inventory  period.    Many  comaaercial  beekeepers  continue  to  nold  in  the 
hope  that  the  short  crop  and  ot'iier  factors  will  result  in  higher  prices  during 
the  coming  weeks.    Recent  price  levels  sho'.v  very  little  chsrige  from  tnose  that 
prevailed  in  the  la.te  fall.     Comb  honey  is  increasingly  scarce.     Beeswax  is  a 
trifle  wo-a-kcr-,  follov/irrg-  increa,sed  imports.

The  1339  season  \7a.s  f  eat"ared  by  the  exceptionally  spotted  nat^ore  of  the 
crop  and  the  unus-ually  warm,  seas  on,  with  lack  of  precipitation,  which  contri- 
buted to  the  irregular  yield  of  honey  but  which  also  aided  in  allorring  bees  to 
fly  almost  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

Early  in  the  season,  with  plant  prospects  generally  enco-'jraging  over  a 
wide  area  in  the  jjiorth,  an  average  crop  of  hone3/  was  anticipated.-    Yet.  as  the 
season  advanced  widely  '"unfavorable  vveather  conditions  and  insects  reduced  the 
hoped— for  output  of  honey  in  nany  a,reas,  and  the  crop  is  reported  by  the  trade 
as  being  at  least  15    i-^ercent  snaller  than  that  of  1938. 

Bees  Cc.i.ic  thro'iogh  la.st  v/inter  vvith  losses  varying  more  widely  than  usual, 
even  in  the  sane  State,  due  to  \;ide  variation  in  the  quality  of  the  winter 
stores  and  also  because  nrny  colonies  entered  the  v;intcr  period  with  m 
insufficient  n-uxiber  of  young  bees.    Losses  were  generally  below  no riial .however. 
Heavy  losses  v;ero  as  a  rnjle  confined  to  portions  of  the  Mo-ijntain  States. 

Abnormally  hot  weather  during  'the  sumi-.ier,  ^-ith  lack  of  rainfall, shrjL-pily 
cut  the  early  p;.-ospects  for  a  crop  of  TTnite  honey  in  the  ^lite  Clover  Belt, 
ranging  fron  ITcw  York  southwcst'-vard  through  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois,  The 
sane  conditions,  'dth  the  addntion  of  couiatless  nillions  of  grasshoppers  and 
alfalfa  v/eevils,  -.;ere  effective  in  reducing  the  yield  also  of  Sweetclover- 
Alf alfa  honey  in  the  Internountain  States.     California,  nornally  the  leading 
producing  State  in  the  coijntry,  ha.d  one  of  the  shortest  crops  in  years, 
especially  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State,  where  the  crop  of  Orange  honey 
was  iDerha^ps  30  percent  of  nornal  and  the  Tnite  Sage  output  even  less.  The 
heaviest  crops  of  honey  this  season  were  apparently  produced  in  the  ca.stcrn 
portion  of  the  Plains  Sta;.tes.    Many  beekeepers  in  Iowa,  Eastern  Kebra^-slca,  -nd 
Eastern  Kansas,  for  example,  reported  yields  of  White  Clover  caid.  "ifnite  Sweet^ 
clover  Toii;sMx<  100-300  po^ands  to  the  colony  or  ncre,  and  occasional,  beekeepers  - 
in  llichigan  and  otner  lea.ding  Sta.tcs  aJLso  rqpcrted  high  yields.    The  spotted 
nature  of  the  crop  is  illustrated  in  the  fact  that  in  the  central  and  western 
portions  of  soue  of  the  Plains  States  that  yielded  cc  well  alcr^  the  eastern 
border,   sone  beelieopero  secured  alziost  no  s"'arplus. 

Giving  caa-ef-al  rj.ttention  to  the  colonies  wa.s  a  profitable  u:idcrta<king. 
Even  in  aa-cas  v.hcrc  the  aggregate  yield  was  below  nornal.,  numerous  individ-'jal 
bedceepers  re;;)ortcd  a  good  crop  of  honey.     It  is  noticeable  that  good  yields 
in  such  area.s  wore  us-ijally  in  the  yajrds  of  beekeepers  who  took  especially  good 
care  of  their  hives  and  brought  then  to  full  strength  early  in  the  season. 
Even  in  the  Plains  States  the  highest  yields  of  honoy  were  reported  by  bee- 
keepers whose  bees  were  ready    to'  ga..ther  in  nectaj:  a.t  the  very  sta^rt  of  zne 
season.

X^ite,  thougn  in 
Idaho,  Washiiv'^.-ton  and  Oregon  and  color  this  sea-son  has  often  been  ^elow  TTliite, 
Variations  in  the  body  of  the  honey  ha;,ve  beenvride.  Occasional,  bee- 

keepers in  the  north  reported  that  their  TTliite  honey  wa.s  so  thid:  that  tney 
ha.d  diffic\:aty  in  extracting  it  just  after  renoving  it  fron  the  hives.     In  the 
TTnite  Clover  Belt,  however,  the  honey,  especially  at  the  begininir.g  of  the  seasoi 
was  often  ratlier  thin  in  bodjr,  suggesting  that  many  beelcecpers  extracted  too 
early  and  before  the  honey  wa.s  fully  ripe. 

Producers  of  package  bees  a^nd  queens  had  their  nost  disastrous  season 
in  yeaa-s.

Tcraperatiires  have  been  suff icieiitly  high  so  t?iat  bees  have  been  able  to 
fly  occasionally  except  in  the  coldost  portions  of  tne  ITorth.

It.  now  appears  that  in  the  East 
Central  and  North  Central  States  losses  may  range  10  to  25  percent  or  even  more, 
but  in  most  sections  preliminary  examination  has  not  indicated  that  prospective 
losses  will  be  heavier  thc-.ui  usiml,  and  frequently  tiiey  will  be  less.

Precipitation  (taring  thi:5  period  has  'been  he^ory  along  toth  the  East  Co.ast 
and  the  West  Coast,  and  as  the  nonth  closes  snow  cover  in  the  upper  portion  of 
the  Ifnite  Clover  Belt  is  the  deepest  of  the  winter.     Serious  floods  \7ere  re- 
ported at  the  close  in  California.    Ti;e  .^hiindaxt  precipitation  in  the  forn  of 
"both  rain  and  snow  during  recent  ^.Tee^cS'  has  placed  honey  plants  renaining  after 
last  season's  drouth  in  good  condition,  though  further  precipitation  is  still 
needed  in  occasional  areas,  notal^ly  in  the  Red  River  Talley.     tYinter  losses  in 
the  'iTrnite  Clover  Belt  are  now  e.-xpected  to  'be  heavier  than  at  first  anticipated,

The  raarl:et  level  has 
strengthened  slightly  in  parts  of  the  East,  hut  has  fluctuated  irregularly  from  • 
slightly  lower  to  slightly  'higher  in  different  piarts  of  the  West,     Stocks  of 
honey  remaining  unsold  are  lessening  repidly  over  most  of  t'ne  East,   though  some 
of  t'ne  Northcentral  States  havij  occasional  lar-re  lots,  and  scattered  comm.ercial

SIMvIARY 

East  of  the  Continental  Divide  temperatTores  have  "been  unseasonalDly  low; 
"but  west  of  the  Divide  the  •■reather  was  raoderatelv  to  uiiseasonalDly  warir..  T'ne 
cold  weat'ner  in  the  East  ha'3  furt-ier  retarded  "bee  activities  and  hees  have  heen 
kept  in  the  hives  over  muc'ii  of  the  Xiite  Clover  Belt.     T'ne  condition  of  many 
of  the  colonies  throus.;hout  this  area  is  heccming  nore  precarious  and  winter 
losses  in  some  yards  in  New  York,  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Illinois  ha.ve  alreadj^' 
"been  reported  in  excess  of  50  percent,  with  many  "oeekecpers  v/ho  have  not 
examined  their  "bees  as  yet , aTDiorehensivc  of  thoir  condition.     In  t'ne  western 
part  of  the  courxtry,  whore  the  winter  has  "oeen  relatively  less  severe  than 
further  east,  winter  losses  are  ruported  as  only  nornal  or  less.    Even  where 
losses  have  "been  'ncavy  it  docs  not  apT^eaj*  that  orders  for  package  "bees  will  "be 
numerous  "because  of  the  depressed  honey  market,     T'nis  is  confirmed  hy  reports 
from  the  South  indicating  that  orders  for  "both  package  "bees  and  queens  'nave  so 
far  "been  lig'nt  with  most  queen  rearers  and  package  "aee  men.    New  honey  is 
coming  in  lig'ntly  in  the  Southern  tier  of  States,   though  little  sur-plus  has 
so  far  "boon  secured,  ■  Now  crop  Eucalyptus  hr-ncy  is  "being  sola  in  Southern 
California,  o.nd  new  Orange  nectar  is  "beginning  to  cone  into  t'ne  hivos,  Where 
hecs  con  fly,  they  have  hrou^ght  in  pollen  from  oj-rly  flowering  trees  ai'.d 
shru"bs,  -oxxd.  "brooc^jrearing  is  well  loaidcr  way  over  most  of  t'le  country.  Moisture 
conditions  apxDo.'-j'  to  have  improved  during  th_e  paot  few  wcol":s  in  most  important 
honey— producing  sections. 

Dom.and  for  large  lots  of  honey  continues  lignt  ojnd  even  sales  of  small 
lots  to  local  markets  is  rat'ner  slovf,   thcui"^h  perhaps  "better  than  early  in  the 
year.     One  "brig'nt  spot  in  t'ne  marketing  picture  is  the  continued  interest  on 
the  part  cf  Canadian  "buyers,  and  t'ne  recent  movement  of  additional  cars  of 
honey  to  several  Canadian  points.     It  is  imderstood  that  t'nis  honey  is  "being 
used  to  tai:c  the  place  of  -  Ganadiaji  honey  whicn  has  "been  exTcrted.  With 
prospects  good  for  the  coming  crop  in  the  Ear  West,  hcekecpers  -vho  still  re- 
.  tain  old  crop  honey  appear  to  "be  desirotis  of  disposing  of  it  "before  nev;  crop 
honey  is  availa'blc,  and  t'nere  ho.s  "been  a  slig'nt  woaJcoring  of  t'ne  market  tone 
for  this  season.    Stocks  of  honey  are  rarely  heav;/  onywhere  excc"ot  locally  in 
parts  of  the  Mountain  States  ,and  the  Clover  Belt,  rzid  "beekeepers  seem  confident 
that  stocks  will  ";De  ligiit  before  new  crop  honey  comes  on  the  market,

Southern_Cali,f prnia.     The  v;eatlier  has  "^Deen  rather  unsettled,  with  con- 
sidera'ble  cloudiness  and  with  limited  aino"'JU"its  of  rainfall  in  most  sections. 
Temperatures  were  generally  normal  or  a"bove.     T'ne  extent  of  the  "broodrDaring 
varies  in  different  sections.     About  half  the  colonics  are  said  to  "nave  2  to  4 
frames  of  brood,  -.7hile  t'he  ctliers  have  4  to  10  and  occasionally  12  frames, 
■  In  the  orange  section  it  is  reported  that  only  "naif  of  t'ne  colonies  are  ready 
for  t'ne  Orejige  flovr,  and  in  soiue  yards  only  25  percent.    Many  apiaries  are 
still  being  fed,  though  bees  are  working  on  alfilaria,  mustard,  eucaljnptus, 
buckbrush,  cottonvrood,  occasional  oranges  and  lemons,  mountain  laurel,  black 
sage,  end  gallberry.    Pollen  'n.as  increased  as  more  mustard  has  come  into  bloom 
in  the  valleys  ^nd  wild  flowers  in  the  hills,  but  some  sections  are  still 
short  of  pollen.    Or,o:iges  vdll  be  in  full  bloom  by  the  10th  of  April  and  in 
some  groves  will  be  sufficiently  out  so  bees  will  be  active  shortly  after  the 
first  of  the  month.     T'ne  orange  blossoming  appears  uneven  —  some  trees  and 
-orchards  have  heavy  budding;  others,  lig'nt.     Swarming  'nas  already  started  and 
s'noijld  bo  important  in  anot'^cr  wcel:  or  two.        Honej  has  been  in  fairly  good 
demond,  v/ith  prices  slightly 'lower  for  Alfalfa  honey,  but  \ath  the  mcrket 
about  steady  on  other  tyi:)es.

Hoa'rv  rains  have  been  general  over  the  entire 
section,  v.-ith  rivers  at  flood  sta/'o  a.nd  sone  200,000  acres  reported  floodec!^ 
Ho-.7  this  has  affected  beekeepers  njid  bee  hives  is  uncertain,    A  revised  cstinate 
by  the  California  State  Depart;;.ent  of  Agricult\irc  indicates  that  in  the  previous 
floods  losses  of  bees  totaled  4,600  colonics,  and  fnat  30  percent  of  the 
equipment  necessary  to  naintain  then  \7as  olso  washed  avrav.    The  hea"icst  loss 
was  in  Yolo  County,  in  v.iiich  1,100  colonies  -.vere  lost,    3ecs  aJe  ^-orking  on 
willo-,7,  cotton-.-,'Ood,  chickv/eed,  burnet,  box  elder,  maple,  filaree,  burr-clover, 
mustard,  ansinckia,  eucalyptus  aaid  va.rious  fruits.    Recently,  horxever,  rains 
and  cloudy  Treather  have  prevented  bees  fron  ga.t'noring  nuch  nectar  and  bee- 
keepers also  report  tliat  fnere  is  little  pollen  available  beca^use  of  tne  ra^-in 
damage  to  tlie  blossoms.     In  sone  areas  bees  are  "ouilding  ig)  slowly,  wxtn  some 
beekeepers  reported  preparing  to  feed  their  colonies.     The  nai'kot  has  Dcen 
genera^lly  stcai'_y,-  r.'ith  beekeepers  cov'tinuin-g  to  Sff  er  remaining  lets  of  honey 
rather  freely.    Most  local  dealers  are  now  well  supplied  vith  the  darker  grades 
of  honey,  but  the  lighter  grades  "have  been  rather  sc-rcc.

Thus  while  bees  gatnered  con- 
siderable pollen  dvring  the  first  half  of  March  t"ney  have  been  corJ"ined  tc  tne 
hives  much  of  tiie  tine  diu-ing  this    period,     Wlien  bees  could  fly  fhcy  nave 
been  active  on  docid-aous  fruit  bloom  except  a2')ples,  aiii^l  thie     s-ioil-d  I'Urnish 
the  b-alk  of  the  pollen  durir-g  the  next  few  wcdvs,    Oregon  maple  aiid  western 
dandelion  have  also  been  important  sources  for  pollen,  and  some  is  being 
gathered  from  Oregon  grape,  wild  mustard,  and  in  the  higher  altitudes  fz'on 
willows.    Brood  is  building  up  rapi'.'ly  and  winter  losses  are  reported  small.

Er;^t_of  C_asc_QdeD_j_    Temperatures  have  been  above  normal,  but  not  v,7:.rin 
enoUt-:h  to  brir.g  on  the  fruit  bloom  as  rropidly  as  crroccted.    Ho-'cver,  apricots 
are  in  bloom,  with  loeach  blossoms  ab-oat  out,  arj'.  bees  are  also  v;orlri:ac:  on  maples, 
box  elders,   elm  and  dandelion.     Colonics  have  already  been  placed  in  orchards 
for  pollination,  -  a  f ev  days  earlier  than  last  year.    Bees  are  g'-'iierally  in 
fine  conditiDn,  avera^^ing  5  frames  of  brood  per  colony,  and  raaxiy  yards  aj-e 
stron;;er  thiii  usual  for  this  season  of  the  yo£:ji:.     Stores,  hovever,  are  running 
short.

Stocks  of  honey  apx^ear  to  be  relatively  heavier  in  Colorado  and  ITev-ada 
than  in  the  rest  of  the  Mountain  Sto.tes.    Most  other  sections,  in  fact,  report 
relatively  little  honey  still  -unsold,     Carlot  demand  is  clov;  and  many  beekeepers 
are  increasingly  resorting  to  house-to-iiouse  selling  in  order,    to  dispose  of 
tneir  remaining  lots.     The  market  shows  no  signs  of  strength,  c.md  some  bee- 
keepers are  lowering  tiieir  prices  to  clean  ^jp.     Tv.'o  carlots  ITnite  extracted  re- 
ported sold  at  4^  per  lb.,  ton  lots  Extra  Unite  to  Water  Ifnite-  S~5(i,  few  sales 
Water  17hitc  6<5,  White  -^^-4  3/4^,  few  5<p;  GOs  mostly  5~Gi.;^,  small'^oails  <^,~Q<f'l 
Light  Amber  to  Extra  Light  Amber,  ton  lots  mostly  4-^4^'/,  small  pails  5~7fy-  per 
lb.

Coloradoj_    Bees  are  gathering  pollen  from  ma];:les  and  elms  a'nd  are 
breeding  up  well,  especially  in  the  eastern  pai't  of  the  State.     Colonies  are  re- 
ported generally  strong  but  lignt  in  stores.     Winter  losses  to  date  appear  small, 
Eurtner  Sjiow  and  rain  have  fallen  during  this  period,  though  snow  storage  in  the 
noimtains  is  still  deficient.     It  was  much  warmer  toward  the  close  of  the  period. 
Crop  prospect's  are  indefinite, 

l^omhrig,     Sor.e  snov.-  and  rahn  reported  recently,  though  riuch  more  is 
needed.    Prospects  are  more  encouraeung.    Bees  are  vdntcring  well,,  but  many 
colonies  -.Till  have  to  be  fed  before  early  nectar  sources  become  available.  In 
.  some  yards  considerable  feeding  is  already  bcdng  done.     The  water  content  of  the 
snow  in  the  mountains  has  _ increased  somev/hat,  but  is  still  reported  b el o;7_ normal. 
Hov:ever,  prospects  are  reported  more  encouraging  than  for  some  years  at  this 
time.     Tne  weather  has  recently  been  too  cool  for  much  broodrearing.     Som.e  re- 
ports indicate  a  larger  prospective  purcha.so  of  package  bees  this  season  then  a 
year  a{;o.     Winter  losses  to  da,te  have  been  ligiit, 

Montana,    Bees  arc  in  good  condition,  with  light  vdnter  losses  and  some 
sealed  brood,  and  -;dth  broodrearing  generally  under  ua.y.     Some  feeding,  however, 
will  be  necessaxy.    Little  increase  from  package  bees  is  anticipated.     The  soil 
is  dry  and  sprir^?  moisture  is  needed  for  the  nectar-bearing  plants. 

I.daii£._  The  weather  has  recently  been  v/arm  enough  so  bees  could  fly  almost 
daily.     Tiic^-  have  been  gathering  some  pollen  from  soft„  maples,  broodrearing  has 
started,  and  some  colonics  have  4  or  more  frames  of  brood.     The  weather  has  been 
dry  and  present  indications  are  for  a  shortage  of  irrigation  water  on  some  tracts 
during  the  s-'jm:rier  months.    Bees  h.ave  vdntered  \/ell  and  if  the  weather  keeps 
favorable  they  should  be  in  good  condition  for  mai-:ing  increase.  But 

heavy  feeding  will  be  needed  in  some  yards.     Sccdc  colony  reported  lost  11 
pounds  d^aring  the  month  preceding  March  15. 

Utah^    The  v/e.ather.  has  been  warm  a,nd  dry,  with  sunshine  daily.  Colonies 
in  some  yards  reported  s©  anxious  to  increase  that  bees  have  been  vrorking  on 
flo^ur  and  cnoppcd  barley  and  arc  gathering  pollen  from  various  sources.  Winter 
losses  seem  to  be  about 'nor mad  in  yards  whidn,  were  not  too  much  wealcened  by 
last  yearns  poisoning,  '  Many  colonies,  however,  are  not  considered  very  strong, 
■    Rain  fell 'toward  the  close  of  the  period, 

Nevada^    With  mild  weather  prevailing,  bees  a.re  bringing  in  pollen  from 
willows,  soft  maples  aaid  other  early  spring  flowers.     Some  extracted  honey  still 
remains  in  bcelceepcrs'  hojids, 

ARIZgiTA: 

The  wcath.er  in  the  Sadt  Hiver  Valley  has  continued  dry  and  the  -annual 
desert  flowers  CiTq  drying  up.     Scale  colonics  continue  to  lose  weight  steadily, 
with  no  short  honey  flows  to  add  to  their  stores.    Bees  cTo  gathering  soi/.e 

.    pollen,  enougn  to  stimulade  broodreaj-ing,  a.nd  colonies  vxe  getting  stronger* 
Citrus  is  starting _to  yield  lightly.    One  scale  colony  reported  showing  a  loss 
of  ne.-xly  39  poviids  for  the  6  months  following  September  21.     In  the  Yur.ia  area, 
wiiere  willow  a.nd  mosquito  ha.ve  recently  begm  to  bloom,  a  short  crop  is  expected 
from  tne  smaller  acrea^ge  of  alfalfa    resulting  from  the  increased  plantings  of 
vegetavblos  and  flax.

Temperatixres  ha.ve  laeen  Ijelow  normal  throughout  the  entire  period  in 
the  eastern  part  of  the  country,  and  Delo\7  normal  in  much  of  the  West  d"i:iring 
the  latter  week,    Sainl'all  has  ocen  heavy  in  the  eastern  sJid  southccntral 

States,  with  "beneficial  rains  also  over  Large  northwestern  areas.  Further, 

snow  has  fallen  in  parts  of  the  JNfortheast,    Weather  conditions  have  ocen 
generally  unf avora"::ie  for  "bee  activities,  cjid  throu£^-hout  the  North  bees  have 

had  little  opportunity  to  taJxc  o,dv,?Jitage  of  the  cu-lj/  nectar  flow.     The  Plains 
Area  is  the  chief  section  in  which  "bees  r-ppear  to  "be  up  to  normal  in  condition, 
although  even  here  fney  have  sufforGd  from  t"nc  "backward  spring.     Winter  losses 
will  be  even  heavier  thon  anticipated  throu^fnout  the  Wnite  Clover  Belt. In  the 
East  Central  States  they  are  among  the  heaviest  on  record,  reacning  50  percent 
or  more  in  many  commercial  yords.    But  "bees  have  generally  come  through  the 
winter  in  fairly  good  condition  in  the  Mountain  St.ates  -and  in  muc'n  of  the 
Plains  Area.     Interest  in  package  "bees  and  queens  has  "been  stimulated  "b:/  the 
heavy  winter  losses  in  the  North  cjad  many  orders  for  packages  ho-ve  recently 
"been  placed.    But  with  the  season  cold,  rainy,  and  several  weeks  late  in  the 
Southeast, package  bee  men  are  finding  it  difficult  to  get  out  orders  on  time.

The  cool  v/es.ther  lias  also 
adversely  affected  the  Orange  and  Ti-ti  flows  in  Florida,     Crop  prospects  in 
Texas  are  uaicertain  because  of  the  effect  of  tlie  drout'n  of  many  months* 
duration  prior  to  the  recent  abundant  precipitation.    Relativelj^  little  1939 
crop  honey  remains  unsold  except  in  a  f  ov;  States  like  Colorado,  .and  prospects 
arc -that  the  carry— over  into  the  new  season  will  be  light.    Wnolesale  and  re- 
tail grocery  sales  have  recently  been  running  ahead  of  comparable  1939  totals.

SUMMARY 


Temperatures  have  been  irregular  in  ell  sections,  with  occasional 
low  temperatures  both  east  and  west,  and  also  some  very  warm  days.  Ra.ins 
have  been  sufficient  so  that  nectar-bearing  plants  have  been  growing  well, 
and  prospects  are  encouraging  for  such  plants  as  survived  last  season's 
drouth.    The  backward  spring  has  been  severe  on  bees  east  of  the  Mississippi, 
where  spring  dwindling  has  been  serious,  and  adding  to  winter  losses  has 
made  spring  colony  count  extremely  light.    Losses  in  commercial  yards  in  the 
White  Clover  Belt  apparently  have  averaged  at  least  25  to  35  percent  and 
occasionally  above  50  percent,  with  the  prospect  that  losses  from  spring 
dwindling  may  continue.    Where  package  bees  h-^ve  been  brought  in  colonies 
generally  are  in  good  shr:pe,  but  there  is  n  shortage  of  package  bees  and 
most  shippers  in  the  South  have  been  delayed  by  the  extremely  unfavorable 
Spring  until  some  orders  for  package  bees  and  queens  are  going  out  two  weeks 
late.    Most  northern  beekeepers  are  planning  to  rely  on  making  increas-:^  from 
their  own  colonies  to  take  care  of  their  losses,  but  it  is  expected  that  in 
some  sections  all  equipment  may  not  be  used.    In  the  West  broodrearing  has 
been  active  and  colonies  are  in  generally  good  condition.    Because  of  low 
prices  of  honey,  both  present  and  prospective,  many  beekeepers  in  different 
parts  of  the  country  are  offering  bees  for  sale,  with  few  interested  buyers. 

Recent  reports  indicate  that  the  carry-over  into  the  new  crop  will 
probably  be  less  than  was  anticipated,  due  partly  to  the  increased  exports 
to  Ca.nada  and  partly  to  purcha.sesby  large  bu.yers  to  replace  light  inventories. 
Market  prices  are  steady  to  slightly  weaker  in  different  sections.    The  crop 
of  new  Orange  honey  in  California  is  of  better  quality  than  that  of  last 
season,  but  it  may  be  no  larger  in  size.    Opening  prices  are  slightly  above 
opening  Orange  prices  a  year  ago.    New  crop  honey  in  the  Southeast  is  being 
taken  off  actively,  but  it  is  too  early  to  estimate  the  size  of  the  crop. 
Beeswax  is  in  light  suprily  and  in  good  demand.

Rains  have  "been  quite  widcsproa.d  east  of  the  Rockies,  with 
temperatures  frequently  a Dnormall-,- high  eaat  of  the  Mississippi  River, 
UnscasonaMy  cold  rreathor  prevailed  in  the  Northern  Great  Plains,,  but 
otherwise  in  the  West  torrpcrata^Tes  \7oro  abou.t  normal,  and  there  was 
little  precipitation  cscupt  alorg  the  Pacific  l^orthwcst  coast.

Rains  have  again  been  lacking  v^est  of  the  Great  Plains,  but  further 
east  rains  have  been  frequent,  and  in  many  areas  have  been  heavy.    The  West 
has  had  abnormally  high  temperatures  most  of  the  time,  while  it  has  "been 
much  cooler  than  normal  throughout  the  White  Clover  Belt  and  in  portions 
of  the  Southwest.     The  combined  eoolness  and  rainfall  have  kept  "bees  in  the 
hlv^much  of  the  time  in  the  upper  portion  of  the  White  Clover  Belt  and 
have  limited  the  amount  of  time  that  bees  could  work  on  the  abundant  clover 
bloom.    In  the  southern  portion  of  the  White  Clover  Belt  bees  were  able  to 
fly  more  freely,  and  many  colonies  in  lyidiana  and  Illinois  have  already 
obtained  over  lOO  pounds  of  White  honey.    The  Plains  A.rea  reports  a  spotted 
flow,  but  in  many  yards  tees  have  already  from  75  pounds  of  honey  upward. 
Throixghout  the  Plains  States  and  the  White  Clover  Belt,  however,  are  many 
thousands  of  colonies  which  were  weak  at  the  beginning  of  the  flow  and  have 
been  building  up  on  it  so  far.    Prospects  are  good  for  a  later  flow  in  this 
area,  however,  when  colonies  that  have  built  up  from  packages  or  divisions 
should  be  in  a  position  to  gather  considerable  nectar.    In  the  Mountain 
States  thrips  and  weevils  are  again  serious,  but  prospects  are  for  a  fair 
crop  of  honey.    Conditions  in  the  Pacific  UQrthwest  vary  widely.    It  now 
appears  tha.t  the  California  3rop  may  not  be  as  large  as  was  anticipated 
earlier.    Swarming  has  been  serious  almost  everywhere  this- season  except 
where  controlled  very  carefully.    The  quality  of  honey  taken  off  so  far  this 
season  is  reported  unusually  good.    Sto(?ks  of  l3j,3  crop  honey  still  remaining 
in  beekeepers'  hands  are  light  in  most  eastern  sections,  and  only  occa,sional 
beekeepers  in  the  West  retain  appreciable  quantities  of  old  crop  honey. 
Market  levels  have  not  strengthened,  and  in  somecases  there  has  been  a 
weak  undertone  apparent,  and  occasionally  lower  prices.    Comb  honey  is  ex- 
tremely scarce,  but  new  crop  comb  will  soon  be  ready.

SUMARY 

The  effect  of  the  widely  varying  weather  conditions  over  the  United  States 
on  the  honey  crop  is  clearly  indicated  in  the  widely  differing  reports  from  the 
important  h-onej^-pr educing  areas.    Rainfall  has  "been  ahnprmal  over  much  of  the 
East,  especially  the  Southeast  and  the  North  Central  and  East  Central  States, 
sharply  restricting  "bee  activities  and  lessenii'g  the  nectar  flow  in  many 
important  honey-producing  districts.     The  rainfall,  however,  gave  rank  growth  to 
nectar-bearing  plants,  and  whore  the  weather  permitted  Dees  to  fly  in  Ohio, 
Indiana  and  Illinois,  "beekeepers'  report  yields  of  200  pounds  or  more  per  colony 
already  from  strong  coltinies.     Swarming  was  unusually  severe  in  this  area, 
however,  and  this, with  winter  losses  and  spring  dwindling,  have  so  weakened 
colonics  that  many  have  as  yet  secured  little  or  no  surplus.    Yet  the  flow  this 
year  started  unusually  late,  and  because  of  the-  abundant  moisture  may  continue 
sufficiently  long  for  a  good  total  yield.     It  must'  be  remembered,  however,  that 
throughoiit  the  Clover  Belt    the  number  of  colonies  has  been  apprecie-bly  reduced 
by- winter  and  spring  losses,  so  that  the  total  crop  will  be  cut  down  even  though 
the  yield  per  colohy  may  be  good,     Tlic'  eastern  portion  of  the-  Plains  Area  reports 
an  unusually  good  crop  so  far,  but  the'lYestcrn  Plains,"  the  Intermountaih  Region, 
and  the  Pacific  Coast  have  all  suffered  from  lack  of  moistuxe- as  well  as  from 
high  temperatui-es.

Over  most  of  the  co-untry  except  portions  of  the  Far  West  this  entire 
period  has  been  characterized  by  temperatures  much  above  normal,  with  many 
areas  reporting  maximum  tenTperatures  of  100°  or  more,  and  often  for  several 
days  at  a  tir.io.     The  dry  area  has  been  extended  a.3  a  result  of  lack  of 
precipitation  over  much  of  the  West,  though  rains  have  fallen  in  scattered 
arco.s  in  the  eastern  and  central  portions  of  the  country.     The  hot,  dry 
vreathcr  hcxs  shs.rply  curtailed  r/hat  appeared  to  be  an  excellent  flor/  over  much 
of  the  inrnitc  Clover  Belt  and  throughout  the  Plains  Area  and  Inter moujit-ain 
Region.    Late  rains,  on  the  other  hand,  he.ve  added  to  the  prospective  crop  of 
Fircv/ecd  in  the  Pacific  Horthv/est ,  and  wo.rmcr  T7cathcr  has  increased  the  nectar 
flow  in  Central  c^nd  Northern  California.    Hcav;^.'-  rainfall  in  South  Texas  ho.s 
brou^jjht  on  a  flor  in  that  section  and  a  retarn  to  dry  r/cather  in  Louisiana  has 
started  nectar  flow  again  in  that  State,     This  season  has  seen  one  of  the 
worst  swarr.ing  cjjisodes  in  mai-iy  years,  and  although  swarming  is  over  in  most 
sectio3is  it  continues  bad  in  the  ui^pcr  tier  of  States,    Prosi:)ects  for  a  fall 
flow  arc  encouraging  throughout  much  of  the  White  Clover  area  following  earlier 
heavj-  rainfall.     The  outtm-n  will  be  unusually  spotted , depending  upon  the 
extent  to  which  colonies  were  in  shape  for  the  beginning  of  the  flov;,  as  in- 
many  cases  this  was  of  brief  duj-ation,  though  heavy  while  it  lasted.  Extract- 
ing started  later  than  iisual  because  of  the  dcT.ayed  season,  but  is  now  unxler 
way  almost  everywhere.

Altho-ugh  occa3ional  days  have  been  vraxn  the  ^7eather  on  the  whole  during 
this  period  has  iDeen  very  much  cooler  than  that  of  the  previous  two  weeks. 
Rainfall,  has  >)cen  negligilDle  in  the  West  where  the  serious  moistm-e  deficiency 
is  causing  coasidoralii^apxDrehcnsion  to  najiy  f-armcrs.     Erom  the  Plains  States 
eastward  rains 'have  fallen  ox^cr  scattered  areas,  especially  in  the  South  and 
the  Central.  Valleys ,  giving  "bcokeoiDcrs  nore  encouragement  for  a  fall  flew  from 
goldcnrod,  aster,  heartsease  and  other  late  plants.     The  extremely  spotted 
nature  of.  this  year's  crop  in  the  larger  eastern  and  central  producing  areas 
■becomes  more  evident  as  the  season  proceeds.     The  presence  or  absence  of  rain- 
fall when  needed,  the  a.mount  of  swarming,  and  the  way  in  v/hich  colonies  were 
built  up  or  manipulated  to  bring  them  to  condition  while  the  main  honey  flow  was 
on,  resulted  in  yields  in  the  Tthite  Glover  Belt  v.arying  all  the  way  from  50 
pomids  or  less  to  250  pounds  or  more.    Yields  in  the  Plains  States  have 
apparently  averaged  normal  or  above,  excej^t  in  the  Red  River  Valley,  in  spite  of 
the  dry  weather  which  cut  short  the  flow.    Reports  from  the  Mountain  States 
indicate  a  crop  in  the  main  that  is  below  normal,  though  Utah  may  have  a  better 
crop  tha,n  usuxl  and  some  beekeepers  in  favored  areas  in  other  Sto.tes  obtained 
l;irgc  crops  of  honey.     The  Fircweed  crop  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  is  below  what 
was  hoped  for  in  Oregon  because  of  the  lack  of  rainfall  but  some  beekeepers  in 
western  liTashington  report  a  good  Firowced  surplus.     The  importajit  producing 
areas  in  Central  and  Horthern  California  are  looking  for  good  crops  of  honey. 
The  main  flow  is  over  in  southern  California.     The  color  of  this  year's  crop  of 
honey  in  the  Intermountain  Area  and  the 'IT  or  thwest  appears  ^darker  than  usual; 
but  elsev/herc  it  is  reported  at 'least  average  light  in  color  and  often  exception- 
ally light.    One  of  the  outstanding  feat-gros  of  the  m-?jrket  sit'oation  is  that  few 
lots  of  old  crop  hone-f  have  been  carried  over  in  beekeepers'  hands.    This  is  in 
sharp  cor-trast  with  the  situation  a  year  a.go  when  the  equivalent  of  several 
hundred  carloads  of  honey  were  held  over  into  the  new  season  and  served  to 
depres-s  the  market  for  the  relatively  short  1939  crop,     With  little  old  honey 
on  hand  it  vfo-uld  seem  that  the  1940  crop  of  honey  should  fiild  a  better  demand 
and  a  stronger  market  than  prevailed  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  a  year  ago. 
So  far,  hov.'Ovcr,  market  levels  not  only  do  net  appear  appreciably  above  those 
of  a  year  ago  but  in  som.e  areas  are  below  those  x^i^cvailing  at  the  beginning  of 
the  1939  season,    Beekeepers  ,?j:e  hopeful  that  these  lc\"cr  prices  are  the  result 
of  distress  lots  coming  on  the  market  and  that  the  price  may  react  upward  as 
soon  as  they  have  been  disposed  of.

The  Tiarket  for  honey  is  also  irregular.    Demand  for  new  crop  honey  is  in- 
crea-sing  generally,  -  ^7ith- Inquiries  being -mextc  by  many  large  bu;/crs,    ^In  spite  of 
the  lack  of  carryover  into  the  new  season,  n;.u:ket  levels  do  not  show  much  chsuige 
from  those  of  last  year,  a  condition  that  has  been  aided  by  the  sale  of  many 
distress  lots  of  honey  at  low  prices.'  Price  ranges  ai'C  \7ide  for  what  is 
appoxently  the  same  quality  of  honey  and  in  the  sane  area;  and  sa,lc5  of  honey  in 
small  containers  show  Tua  oven  wider  range    tiian  honey  in  60s.     The  color  of  the 
honey  iDroduced  in  the  East  this  year  is  un.u3ually  T/liite  and  it  is  of 

heavy  body,  but  in  the  Mountain  States  the  color  was  often  darker  than  usual,  and 
relativel3r  little  of  the  honey  in  the  Mcontain  States  is  e.^q^ected  to  grade  lighter 
than  Wliitc.

Temperat-ores  have  been  irre^;ular  in  both  the  East  and  the  F/est,  but 
have  averaged  above  normal  for  the  period,  f'-iving  bees  a  chance  to  fly  and 
gather  nectar  from  goldenrod,  aster  and  other  late  plants  where  they  were 
not  killed  by  frost..    Much  of  the  northern  portion  of  the  country  has  had 
n-uraerous  frosts  but  as  a  rule  they  have  not  completely  killed  the  latest 
nectar  sources,  and  in  many  places  gathering  further  winter  stores  is  still 
possible.    Unfavorable  weather  so  curtailed  the  anticipated  late  flow  in  the 
upper  portion  of  the  Ffcite  Clover  Belt,  however,  that  many  beekeepers  have 
already  fed  their  bees  or  adjusted  stores  to  provide  for  winter  needs.  Pollen 
supplies  arc  reported  ample  on  the  V?est  Coast,  but  are  considered  of  doubtful 
sufficiency  in  much  of  the  East.    Late  rains  have  relieved  the  drouth  situation 
over  much  of  the  area  between  the  Appalachian  and  the  Roc'-^/  Mountains,  greatly 
improving  prospects  that  next  year's  honey  plants  can  live  through  the  winter. 
The  color  of  this  year's  new  crop  is  Sarker  than  normal  over  much  of  the 
Mountain  States  and  a  portion  of  the  White  Clover  Belt.    Occasional  States 
such  as  Nebraska,  however,  report  more  light-colored  honey  than  normal.  The 
spotted  nature  of  the  main  flow  has  received  further  confirmation  as  late 
reports  come  in  from  beekeepers  in  different  parts  of  the  co'untrj/-.  Beekeepers 
in  northern  Colorado,  for  example,  report  the  best  crop  in  I5.  years,  ^hile 
beekeepers  in  parts  of  Montana,  curiously  enough,  report  the  shortest  crop 
in  15  years.     Within  a  few  miles  of  each  other  in  Eastern  Ilebraska  different 
beekeepers  renort  a  practical  failure  and  an  excellent  crop.     In  no  other 
recent  year  has  the  wide  variati&tion  in  crop  output  as  a  result  not  only 
of  weather  conditions,  but  of  OToper  beekeeping  manipalations  and  practices 
been,  so  apparent. 

Demand  for  new  crop  honey  continues  to  increase  as  the  shortage  of 
old  crop  honey  prompts  interest  in  the  nexv  honey,  both  by  large  buyers  and 
in  local  markets.    Especially  in  the  Plains  Area  and  in  the  White  Clover  Belt 
is  a  good  demand  reported,  with  substantial  sales.    Prices  have  been  maintained 
at  last  year's  levels  or  slightly  below,  but  throughout  the  Middle  fest  and 
East  Central  parts  of  the  country  many  beekeepers  report  a  better  feeling 
and  slightly  higher  prices  than  prevailed  a  month  ago.    Price  variations  in 
ton  lots,  or  more  range  up  to  50  percent  for  what  is  apparently  honey  of 
approximately  the  sejne  quality  and  in  the  same  area.    Variations  in  the 
selling  prices  of  honey  in  small  containers  are  even  wider.    Because  of  the 
short  crop  in  Canada  this  year  end  the  higher  price  that  is  assured  across 
the  Border,  it  is  expected  that  shipments  to  Canada  will  be  even  greater  than 
last  season.    Already  numerous  cars  of  honey  in  various  parts  of  the  country 
have  been  sold  to  Canadia«n  buyers  .

SUIMARY 


Cold  weather  Cci,me  early  this  fall  to  many  northern  sections,  but  where 
asters  and  oth'-^r  late  plants  were  not  completely  killed  the  following  mild 
weather  permitted  bees  to  gather  at  least  a  portion  of  their  winter  needs. 
Yet  feeding  of  colonies  or  ad^justing  of  stores  for  winter  has  been  found 
necessary  in  many  yards,  especially  where  extracting  was  early  and  close 
with  the  anticijjation  that  the*  fall  flow  would  provide  adequate  winter 
stores.    The  Buckwheat  flow  in  ITew  York  and  Pennsylvania  may  -Id  cl  only  20 
percent  of  normal  and  little  surplus  honey  was  reported  anywhere  from  other 
fall  flowers  except  in  the  South.    However,  colonies  appear  to  be  going 
into  winter  better  supplied  with  young  bees  than  they  were  last  year,  and 
last  winter's  experiences  in  the  ^ite  Clover  Belt  should  cause  beekeepers 
to  prepare  their  colonies  for  winter  more  carefully  than  they  did  a  year 
ago.    Prospects  for  next  season's  honey  plants  are  better  than  normal  be- 
cause of  the  late  rains. 

This  year's  honey  crop  is  exceptionally  spotted,  and  no  official 
estimate  of  its  size, has  been  riade  by  the  Government,     Members  of  the  honey 
trade  who  have  been  ca.refully  follo?/ing  the  situation,  however,  estimate  that 
the  crop  is  slightly  above  that  of  last  year  and  may  reach  170  million 
pounds.     The  color  averaged  darker    than  that  of  last  year,  but  the  flavor 
is  reported  generally  good  and  the  body  generally  heavy. 

^agiand  for  new  crop  honey  has  been  unusu^ally  good  on  the  whole,  and 
already /equivalent  of  a  great  many  carloads  of  honey  have  been  sold, 
especially  in  the  White  Glover  Belt  and  in  the  Plains  Area,     Demand  for  honey 
has  been  slower  in  the-  Mountain  States  and  on  the  Pacific  Coast  th.an  further 
east,  with  local  sales  fairly  good  but  large  lot  sales  still  only  in  light 
to  moderate  volume.    Market  levels  for  honey  in  the  Fnite  Clover  Belt  and  the 
Plains    section    have  advamced  slightly,  and  there  is  a  definite  undercurrent 
of  firmness 'to  the  market  throughout  this  entire  area,  with  beekeepers 
looking  for  higher  prices  a  little  later.     Such  optimism  regarding  the  future 
trend  of  the  market  is  not  evident  in  the  Mountain  States  and  on  the  West 
Coast.     One  -of  the  reasons  for  the  hopeful  attitude  of  Eastern  and  ^^entral- 
State  beekeepers  regarding  the  future  of  the  ma.rket  is  the  prospective  in- 
creased demand  for  honey  from  Canada,  where  the  1940  crop  is  reported  only  66 
80  rercOnt  of  normal  and  where  prices  are  already  substantially  above  last 
year's.     Demand  for  comb  honey  has  been  better  than  usual,  and  stocks  of 
comb  are  reported  insufficient  to  supply  the  inquiries  in  the  central  White 
Clover  Belt.

THE  1940  LI'^HT  HONEY  CROP  IN  CANADA 
from  Mari^arct  Madellan,  B.A.,  In  Charge  of  Apicultural  Statistics, 
Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  -  Canada,  Agricultural  Branch 

Ottawa,   September  21,   1940.     The  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  issues 
today  a  prelimina^ry  report  on  the  1940  lisiht  honey  crop.     The  estimates  are 
compiled  from  the  retui'ns  of  crop  correspondents. 

PRODUCTION 

A  preliminary  estim^ite,  based  on  returns  of  producers  as  at  August  15, 
places  the  probable  Canadian  production  of  light  honey  20  percent  lower  than  the 
crop  of  1939.     Decreases  in  production  are  evident  in  four  of  the  main  producing 
provinces,  Quebec,  Ontario,  Manitoba  and  Alberta.     In  Saskatchewan  the  average 
production  per  hive  was  lower  than  in  1939  but  this  was  offset  by  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  producing  colonies,  with  the  result  that  the  total  crop  is  likely  to 
be  slightly  higher  than  the  crop  of  the  previous  year.     The  British  Columbia  crop 
will  be  about  18  percnet  la.rger  than  the  1939  crop.     Similarly  in  the  Maritime 
Provinces,  production  is  reported  to  be  higher  than  in  1939,  particularly  in  New 
Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island  where  the  crop  is  practically  double  that  of 
1939. 

Increases  in  the  fall  count  of  colonies,  ranging  from  3  percent  in  Ontario 
to  35  percent  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  a.re  common  in  all  provinces  except  in 
British  Columbia  where  no  change  is  indicated  and  in  Manitoba  where  a  decrease  is 
repor  ted. 

The  average  yield  of  light  honey  per  colony  in  1940  will  be  considerably 
lower  than  in  the  previous  year  in  the  Central  and  Prairie  Provinces,  particularly 
in  Alberta  where  a  decline  of  34  percent  is  reported.     The  highest  average  re- 
ported by  correspondents  in  this  province  was  175  pounds  per  colony  in  1940  as 
compared  with  280  pounds  in  1939.     Yields  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  in  British 
Columbia  are  somewhat  higher  than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  following  table  shows,  by  pro'^inces,  the  1940  light  honey  crop  in 
percentage  ter-as  of  the  1939  crop.     Changes  in  numbers  of  colonies  and  variations 
in  yields  are  also  indicated.

Seasonal  Conditions  Affecting  the  Q.uaJity  of  the  1940  Crop 

A  cold  wet  spring  and  early  summer,  followed  by  hot,  dry  weather  in  July  and 
August  considerably  curtailed  the  main  honey  flow  in  the  Central  and  Prairie 
Provinces,     The  quality  of  the  honey  produced  in  the  Prairie  Provinces  compares  ver: 
favourably  v?ith  the  1939  crop  which  was  generally  good.     Jide  variations  are  re- 
ported in  the  quality  of  the  Quebec  product,  and  while  it  compares  favourably  with 
the  1939  crop  it  is  on  the  whole  b-low  average.     The  white  hcney  produced  in  Ontaric 
is  generally  of  better  colour  than  the  1939  crop  but  v  ry  heavy  rains  wl^ile  the 
white  clover  was  in  bloom  cut  down  production  of  white  honey,  at  the  same/increasing 
the  moisture  content.    As  a  result  the  keeping  qualities  of  the  crop  are  for  the 
most  part  below  average.      On  the  other  hand,  excellent  clover  cmps  and  dry  hot.

The  \7eather  has  been  a-bnonaally  vicxn  over  nost  of  the  country  except  the 
Northeast  and  bees  have  been  able  to  fly  frequently.     Little  nectar  or  pollen 
have  recently  been  available  except  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  in  portions  of  the 
Clover  Belt  v/hcre  lato  asters  were  in  bloori,  and  in  the  South  from  goldenrcd  and 
(^■^h,er^^,;^t.c|.  plants.    Less  feeding  T/ill  proba,bly  be  necessary  than  a  year  a.;.!:o  but 
/tiao  i^r&L'-tn  where  frosts  came  oarlv  and  where  rainy  weather  prevented  bees  from 
flying  d-oring  the  fall,  feeding  will  be  nocitsosary  to  sone  extent  in  many  yards. 
Rainfall  has  been  re^'iorted  during  this  period  from  the  central  and  western 
portions  of  the  co'ontry  and  except  in  the  Southeast,  where  drouth  is  still 
serious,  most  sections  have  sufficient  noistui-c  to  carry  plants  into  v/inter  in 
satisfactory  condition.    Large  areas  of  the  coimtry  tho.t  normally  have  freezing 
weather  or  killing  frosts  by  this  time  continue  frost-free.    Most  colonics  are 
going  into  -iTintcr  with  adeauate  supply  of  young  bees  and  for  the  couJitry  as  a 
whole  there  sonras  little  doubt  that  colon^/  condition  is  measurably  superior  to 
that  of  a  year  ago.     BcokccTpcrs  are  optimistic  regarding  next  year's  prospects, 
not  only  because  of  the  better  condition  of  the  bees  but  because  nectar— bear ing 
plants  in  most  imjportant  producing  areas  arc  in  exceptionally  good  condition  as 
a  result  of  fall  rains. 

They  arc  not  so  oiDtimistic,  however,  regarding  marketing  conditions. 
During  recent  weeks  honey  has  been  moving  exceptionally  rapidly  in  large  lots, 
and  small  let  s^i-lcs  and  local  sales  have  also  been  good,     Ma.ny  commercial  bee- 
keepers are  already  nearly  sold  out.    Price  levels,  however,  continue  relatively 
low,  with  ITnitc  extracted  honey  in  the  Central  and  Plains  States  generally 
selling  at  4-g-.5  and  occasionally  5./-  per  lb.  f.o.b.  ship-oing  points,  and  often  at 
those  prices  dcli--orcd  to  narkct.    A  slightly  higher  price  level    has  o.ppoared 
recently  in  the  Ee^st  Central  States,  and  to  a  lesser  extent  in  the  Plains  Area, 
•      but  this  advance  is  n-~>t  reflected  in  the  v/estern  i^ortion  of  the  co:jntry.  The 
movement  of  honey  to  Ca;:ada  continues,  and  is  one -of  the  reasons  for  the 
optimistic  attitude  of  beekeepers  in  States  near  the  eastern  Canadian  Border, 
Publicity  plans  '^.evelcped  at  tne  recent  national  meeting  of  the  Americ8.n  Honey 
Producers'  League  and  the  Am.crican  Ho'iey  Institute  also  lend  weight  to  the 
optimism,  of  3or:G  beekeepers.     Sales  of  comb  honey  have  been  sufficiently  heavy 
so  that  stocks  arc  .i-^apidly  being  depleted.

Cold  weather  over  nearly  the  entire  country^ with  siilDstantial  snowfall  in 
the  Central  State  and  Mo-'jntain  are'-as,  and  with  heav^^  rainfall  with  sorae  snow  in 
the  East,  caKe  toward  the  close  of  the  period  following  the  first  general  kill- 
ing frost  of  the  season.     Snow  to  a  depth  of  a  foot  or  more  reported  in  various 
parts  of  the  ITorth,  with  heavy  winds  causing  appreciable  drifts.  Sub-zero 
temperatures  reported  in  many  northern  States.     These  low  tenpersitur es  ca-oght 
many  colonies  of  "bees  o'atside  on  surnmer  stands  waiting  to  be  placed  in  cellars. 
However,  most  colonies  intended  to  be  packed  for  outside  v/intcring  had  "beer- 
placed  in  condition.    Peeding  to  bring  ?/inter  stores  up  to  normal  has  heen 
necessary  in  many  yards,  especially  in  the  \7nito  Clover  Belt  where  the  fall  flow 
was  often  light.     Clusters  of  ycong  bees  are  geiicrally  considered  adeq-:u3.te.  The 
abundant  late  jjrecijpitation  has  placed  nectar-bear i/g  plants  in  unusually  good 
condition,  and  prospects  for  next  year  with  respect  both  to  the  honey  j)larits  and 
to  the  condition  of  the  bees^seem  to  be  above  that  of  a  year  ago. 

Honey  continues  to  sell  well  in  large  lots,  and  over  most  of  the  co^mtry 
local  sales  have  also  been  good.     The  movement  of  honey  to  Canada,  continues  to 
increase,  and  a  substantial  volume  has  alreaiiy  gone  over  the  Line  from  border 
States  in  both  the  western  and  the  east-central  portions  of  the  country.  The 
anticipated  market  stren.gth  has  not  yet  developed  and  tho'ag;h  many  lots  of  Unite 
extracted  have  sold  above  4?,!?^  'oer  lb.  in  the  East  Central  and  Plains  States  and 
aoove  4— 4g-.$if  per  lb,   in  the  Intermountain  P.egi on,  -  these  still  seem,  to  be  the 
generally  j^revailing  i^rices.     This  season  has  seen  an  increase  in  the  volvune  of 
sales  made  on  the  basis  of  cans  f-sjirnished,  returned,  or  exchanged,  vhen  the 
movement  is  direct  to  bottlers  or  other  laiv,:e  bu-yers.     T?lnile  this  practice  is  a 
saving  in  containers,  many  of  them  scon  become  so  affected  by  frequent  use  that 
neither  beekeepers  nor  packers  3xe  enthusiastic  about  their  appe?:,rance.  Tlie 
movement  of  extracted  honey  has  been  so  rapid  this  fall  that  already"-  m.any 
commercial  beekeepers  are  expressing  the  belief  that  stcdcs  will  be  nearly 
exhausted  weeks  before  new  crop  honey  is  available  in  any  quantity.  This 
attitude  is  the  basis  for  the  ujider cujrront  of  strength  in  the  iriarket  feclirxg 
that  continues  even  though  higher  prices  have  not  generally  materialized.

Teniperatures  have  ranged  '.7idcly  diu'ing  the  period,      th  ahnormally  lovr 
figures  in  the  17est.- and  averaging  far  ahove  nornml  cast  of  the  Great  Plains,- 
Widespread  precipita.tion  has  occ'cirred  in  the  Central  and  lYcst  Gulf  areas,  \7ith 
unusually  heavy  rai.:.s  in  Texas.  'Moderately  heavy  snows  or  rains  also  occurred 
in  the  Rocky  Mountain  States  and  tiie  Pacific  I'Torthwest.     Varying  reports  ha^ve 
"been  received  of  the  condition  of  Decs  which  regained  on  s^jjnmer  stands  diu'ing 
the  severe  hlizzard  early  in  ITovcmbcr,     Some  colonies  apjparer.tly  suffered  little 
loss,  but  for  other  yards  bcokcepers  report  losses  amomiting  to  1  to  3  pounds  of 
bees  to  the  hive.    Usua,lly,  however,  those  were  cases  in  v/hich  the  hives  con- 
tained man;-  old  bees.    Beekeepers  are  almost  uns.ninious  in  agreeing  that  the 
condition  of  nectar— bear ing  plants  is  ;rapcrior  to  that  of  a  year  ago;- and  v/ith 
the  ground  well  soaked  with  moistrire ^prospects  for  a  good  nccta^r  flow  in  1941 
appear  encouraging.     In  most  areas  also  bees  ar'e  in  better  condition  than  they 
were  a  year  ago  at  the  beginning  of  the  winter  period. 

Honey  continues  to  move  unusually  rapidly  over  most  of  the  country,  and 
commercial  beekeexoers  in  ma.hy  sections  already  report  sharply  depleted  stocks,  , 
The  market  price  in  the  Horth  Central  States  has  strengthened  due  to  increased 
sales  of  honey  to  Canada,  but  elsewhere  the  mari^et  is  only  steady,  nevertheless 
there  appears  to  be  an  undercurrent  of  strength  to  the  market  tone,  based  upon 
the  light  supply  of  honey  at  this  time  as  compared  with  that  of  a  year  ago,  the 
increased  demand  from  Canada,  and  the  generally  improved  market  situation  for 
many  commodities.     The  retail  m.arket,  and  the  wholesale  market  for  small  pails, 
appear  wea,ker  than  the  market  for  60s  in  la.rge  lots.     Demand  for  comb  honey  is 
varia,ble,  but  in  general  is  reported  good,  with  stocks  insufficient  to  supj^ly  the 
demand.    The  m.arket  for  beeswax  has  strengthened  recently,  due  in  part  to  the 
anticipation  on  the  part  of  some  large  bijyers  of  beeswax  that  imports,  may  be  ■ 
curtailed,.

Southern_Cali_i£rnia.  Rainfall  during  the  early  iDortion  of  the  period 
helped  sage,  mustard  and  other  honey  plants,  but  during  most  of  the  time  it  was 
clear  with  normal  temperatures.    Light  frost  reported  in  some  sections  but  not 
enough  to  damage  the  honey  plants.    Bees  in  the  hills  are  dormant,  but  those  in- 
the  valley  are  getting  some  nectar  from  eucaljotus  and  pollen  from  mustara.

IIISTQRiC^  SKETCH,^  Decades  before  tb.e  da^/s  of  Christ  ca^:dles  nade  of  beeswa::  were 
used  for  'donejtic  lighting,  festive  occasions  and  ecpeciallj'"  in  reli_":ious 
cerenonies.  Even  today  beeswax  C&ndles  "f  orn  a  part  of  the  rit'.-ial  of  the  C-reeIc 
Orthodox  and  Itorian  Catholic  cliurclies.  The  inportai-.ce  of  this  iten  in  co:.n:erce 
was  accentuated  in  181  B.C.  when  the  Hc:-an.s  captured  Corsica  and  levied  a  tax 
of  100,000  pounds  of  ^  wax  on-  the  defenders.  It  was  the  Zbirjpercr  Constantly  e  who 
txirned  night  into  daj-  with  "pillars  of  wax". 

Spanish  and  Portuguese  ex::)lorer3  and  nissionaries  upon  their  arrival  in  North 
and  South  Anerica  were  unable  to  obtain  beeswax  with  which  to  iiaire  clrorcli  candles 
as  those  tvio  continents  were  devoid  of  honey  bees.    A':out  that  tiz;e  there  ;7as  a 
decline  in  beekeeping  in  Western  Eiurope  as  cane  s^j^^ar  was  replacing  honey  for  - 
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cooking  purposes.     The  increasiii;^  denand  for  "bees^Tax  in  the  Ai-'-cricas  and  the 
decrease  in  European  production  stinulated  a  search  for  Max  in  the  colonial 
IDOssessions  of  European  countries.    Africa  and  the  Orient  oecaiic  the  principal 
sources  of  supply  of  this  valijahle  corxiodity,    Althou/:h  heeswax  was  not  so 
powerful  an  s.jcncy  in  opening  up  the  hinterland  of  Africa  as  nerc  ivory,  hunting

Its  coni"}actness ,  resistance  to  deterioration  -.Then 
exposed  to  da:.:pness  or  stors,ge  for  long  periods  and  its  noldahility  into  blocks 
to  suit  any  t^/pe  of  availa'rlo  transport  enahlo  it  to  he  i.iovcd  long  distances  in 
•jild  country  at  a  very  low  cost,    ITnen  transporto.tion  consisted  chiefly  of  heoxl 
loorterage,  canoo  o.nd  other  primitive  neans  "beeswax  enjoyed  a  decided  advanto-gc 
over  other  coi-U-iodities  not  so  easily  convoyed.     The  foregoing  facts  explain  riby 
the  influ:v  of  troxlers  after  the  G-ernan  occupation  of  To-ng-anyika  Territory  soon 
estahlishcd  bees\7ax  as  an  inportr.nt  ejroort,  heing  sur-passed  in  1905  only  oy 
ruhoer  and  copra.

CQLLECTI01J_0|;  3EESi.lX:_    The  collection  of  beeswax  in  Tanganyi]:a  is  an  established 
industry  in  the  comitry  of  the  Wasandawe  and  ITahehe  along  the  central  Hiit 
throughout  Unyanwozi  and  I7e stern  Usukui-ia  fron  Lake  Victoria  south  to  Lake  M-wa 
and  along  the  Hovuina  Hiver  fron  Matengo  to  the  sea.     In  the  nore  densely  populated 
areas  it  is  not  an  industry  in  itself  but  rather  a  by-product  of  honour  beer 
nanuf  actur  e. 

The  wax  collector  uses  a  snail  fire  for  ill^jj,iinF<.ticn  as  t'i_e  nests  are  robbed 
at  nignt,and  a  handful  of  snoking  herbs,  rotten  -.vood  or  bracket  f^xigus  to  subdue 
the  bees.    By  skillful  snoking  the  native  drives  the  bees  to  one  end'  of  the  hive 
and  collects  the  wax,  talcing  care  to  leave  enough  conb  to  induce  the  bees  to 
reraain.

TYPES  0F_3EE_III_VSSi_         Tanganyika  two  types  of  cylindrical  hives  are  used.  They 
are  based  on  th.e  principle  of  the  hollow  tree  in  which  wild  bees  are  so  generally 
found.     It  is  to  be  renenbered  that  thousands  of  years  ago  the  Eg;^gotians  used  clay 
cylinders  as  bee  hives.     These  cylinders  are  nade  by  hollowing  out  soft  wood 
v/itn  axe  or  fire,  by  pegging  or  sewing  strips  of  bark  with  fiber,  or  by  holding 
togetner  thin  banboo,  sorghun  stalks  or  reeds  with  fiber.     Most  of  the  hives  are 
made  fron  bark  of  forest  trees  of  the  genera  3rachystcgia  a.nd  Isobcrlinia.

It  is  not  -unusual  for  one  nan  duor^Q  the  Tfenyanwezi  tribe 
of  the  Tabora  and  Kahana  districts  to  own  a  hujnbrcd  hives.     Beeswax  collection 
is  iiignly  organized  in  these  districts.     Two  pounds  of  b^eeswax  fron  each  bee

The  prohihition  hy  Canada  on  Decem.ber  2,  of  imports  of  honey  fron  non-sterling 
countries,  zib.'S,  closed  a  market  which  it. had  heen  anticipated  would  fijjrnisli  a 
continuing  market  for  an  apprecia'ble  qua-ntit3'  of  additional  honey.     Ca/nada  took 
over  1,712,000  r)Ounds  of  honey  from^  this  couaitry  dnxing  the  first  10  m.onth.s  of 
1940,  compared  with  10,000  poujids  d'oring  the  first  10  months  of  1939.  Stocks 
are  light  in  the  area  that  would  norm.aily  ship  to  Canada,  however,  and  bee- 
keepers consider  that  the  domestic  dema/nd  is  likely  to  take  the  remsiining  honey 
long  "before  the  season  is  over.

As  one  travels  about  Tanganyika  and  other  parts  of  East  iifrica  there  a.re 
seen  here  and  there  logs  hanging  anong  the  branches  of  trees.     Those  logs  arc 
beehives.     To  start  a  beehi'/e  a  native  sinply  cuts  down  a  tree,  divides  it  into 
logs  about  two  feet  six  inches  long  and  hollows  then  out.    Leaves  of  o.  sweet 
snelling  plant  Eire  placed  on  a  fire.

TTiiolesalers  bvisr  from  the  small  Indian,  -ifrican  and  j\rab  traders  wax 
v/hich  is  split  in  t-jo  to  detect  adulteration  .:r  if  the  wax  has  a  dirty 
appearance,  the  -.vholcsalcr  will  rcmclt  it  and!  cast  it  into  basin  molds. 

Most  of  the  wax  in  the  Southern  Province  is  sold  by  producers  to  Indirji 
merchants  in  Tunduru,  Songea  and  villa<;:cs  ncrjr  Lindi,    As  the  wax  is  not 
prepared  in  neat  basin  molds  the  processing  is  completed  by  the  buyers  -.riio  are 
equipped  v;ith  copper  boilers  in  whicii  the  wax  is  melted  r^-d  left  to  cool  rJmost 
to  the  point  of  solidification  after  "which  it  is  molded.    A  clean  wax  is 
obtained,

Beeswax  is  inspected  at  Dr^j-cs-Salaam  to  prevent  the  e^iport  of  dirty  wax. 
It  is  ciiopped  into  ei-;ht-ouncc  pieces,    Irr^^-or itics  found  in  the   -ottom  of  blocks 
arc  rcm.ovcd.    The  dirty  wax  is  melted  in  boilers  and  the  resultir<j  inferior  gTade 
is  so  indicated.    The  reason  Dar-cs-Salaam  wo:x  consists  of  brighter  colors  is 
because  it  is  ship-pcd  o.s  originally  prepared  by  natives  and  not  melted  in  '^ulk
